My artificial joints differ from those 
of Dr. Hudack in that instead of using 
a plastic ball to replace the femur 
heads, my surgeon used a Vitalli- 
um (metal) cup. The head of the 
femur was cut off close to the socket 
and the Vitallium cup fitted over the 
remaining neck of the femur.

ITALY'S VICTORY IT- WAS ALSO THE POPE'S AND SO 1S OPPORTUNITY IT BRINGS 


The best news of many weeks is the deci 
to 1 defeat of the Communists and their allies 
in the Italian election. It calls for a look at how 
it was won and where free Italy goes from here. 

Major credit for the victory goes, of course, 
to the Italian people. They were the ones who 
were under the gun. By their 94% turnout at 
the polls they defied the notoriously vengeful 
Communists who live right next door. The Ital- 
ian character, which is popularly supposed to 
shun showdowns, came through an unpleasant 
test with flying colors. More power to it. 

Incidental credit goes to U.S. diplomacy, 
which took an effective part in the campaign. 
The man on the spot was Ambassador James 
C. Dunn, who saw to it that the Italian people 
knew where those shiploads of U.S. food were 
coming from. It is ironic (as Arthur Krock 
pointed out) that Mr. Dunn used to be sneered 
at as the archetype of those “elegant witlings,” 
the striped-pants cookie-pushing career men, 
who are popularly supposed to make Ameri- 
can diplomacy a joke. Mr. Dunn has earned 
his stripes. He and the State Department did 
a good job. 

But final credit goes to the Pope. As U.S. 
newspapers seem to have forgotten in their 
final assessments, the big news of the Italian 
campaign was that the Roman Catholic Church 
took off the gloves. Stalin’s crack about the 
Pope—“How many divisions has he got?”— 
brought the classic comment from Churchill 


PRESS FREEDOM 


(Lire, April 19) that the Pope’s legions are 
“not always visible on parade.” In the Italian 
elections these legions were visible. In ways the 
professional party workers could not match, 
the Pope’s legions carried the battle deep into 
the slums, the farms and the fishing villages. 
They reached voters at a level which only the 
consecrated and hard-working Communists 
had directly reached before. 

The regiment chosen for this vital work was 
Catholic Action, a lay organization whose usual 
purpose is not but quasi-missionary: 
reminding believers that their faith calls them 
to behave like Christians in secular life as well 
as on Sundays. Catholic Action did not round 
up votes for De Gasperi’s Christian Demo- 
crats or any other party. It simply called on 
Catholics to do their Christian duty by voting 
against Communism, the antifaith. This re- 
stricted purpose made the Church's crusade 
seem peculiarly negative. But it got out the 
vote that won the election, 

But what next? Elections are not solutions; 
they just buy time for solutions. De Gasperi 
has a wonderful chance to put into effect many 
long-promised social reforms—in agriculture, 
in industry, in the middle class—the need for 
which is one of Italian Communism’s strong- 
est talking points. De Gasperi knows this and 
says it will be his government's chief preoceu- 
pation. This may mean accepting Socialist 
support and alienating some big Demo-Chris- 


tian landowners. In any case he deserves con- 
tinued U.S. support for his reforms. 

He also deserves the continued support of 
the Vatican. Here is a great self-made oppor- 
tunity for the Church, having won a defensive 
victory, to go on to greater positive victories 
for Christian civilization. 

Italians are almost as anticlerical as they 
are Catholic. They are suspicious of priests-in- 
politics, and even the great social program 
of Leo XIII and Pius XI is beclouded by the 
way Mussolini and Franco misappropriated 
and corrupted it in practice. These handicaps 
make the Church’s new Italian opportunity 
all the more delicate and all the more challeng- 
ing. Catholic Action’s nonpartisan Christi- 
anity in the campaign set a good example. 

¢ Pope, in his message last week, appealed 
directly Tee sociale esters faba justice “es- 
pecially for the workingman and the unem- 
ployed.” With such a line the Church can frus- 
trate the prediction that a new wave of anti- 
clericalism may be Italy’s reaction to the Papal 
legion parade. Have Christian beliefs no fune- 
tion in the political and economic rebirth of 
Europe? We do not believe it. This war is not 
over. Let the Pope’s legions remain at their 
posts, fighting for a society in which Commu- 
nism is no longer a problem, because justice 
and prosperity are no longer strangers, a so- 
ciety where righteousness and progress are 
partners again. 


“WHAT PAPER D’YA READ?”’ THIS IS STILL THE BASIC QUESTION 


The U.N. Conference on Freedom of Infor- 
mation, which ended last week in Geneva, fea- 
tured the usual East-West split, though the 
Soviet bloc of six countries swung diminished 
weight. Reinforced by the passage of ERP, our 
delegation made a strong fight. It is even bring- 
ing home a little bacon. For the conference ap- 

roved three draft treaties, two of which the 
Gis can and should sign and ratify. 

One, based on a U.S. proposal, would give 
foreign correspondents more freedom than 
they now enjoy anywhere behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. The other, of French origin, provides that 
any signatory government which feels that a 
news item published abroad is distorted can 
«get the help of the local government in distrib- 
tting rectifying handouts. The local press will 
be free to print the handouts or not. This is a 
novel idea, but there is nothing wrong with its 
principle. 

A third treaty approved by the conference 
was not so fortunate. Drafted by the British 
and amended by the Indians, it condemns the 
“systematic diffusion of deliberately false or 
distorted reports which undermine friendly 
relations between peoples and states.” That 
sounds like a resolution against sin. But the 
amendment would permit it to be enforced by 
government penalties. On that point our dele- 
gation (and the Australians) had to part com- 
pany with our British and Indian friends. The

is it stands. 

Why not? Because of our basic philosophy 
of press freedom. We believe that short of di- 
vine revelation, which is accorded to no gov- 
ernment, there is no approach to truth but 
through the diversity born of freedom. That 
is freedom to offer competitively in the mar- 
ket place of thought varied concepts of fact 
plus varied opinions. One man’s “war-monger- 
ing” is another man’s warning. Barring incite- 
ment to violence, obscenity and the like, only 
the utmost press freedom can assure all view- 
points and all people a role in political life, keep 
officeholders in line and constantly raise social 
standards. Each individual must determine 
the truth for himself. That libertarian ap- 
proach to the truth may, all other approaches 
must, fall short, including that of the Indians 
at Geneva. 

This is not to say that the U.S. press is a per- 
fect rather than a human institution. Not even 
those publishers who helped the Associated 
Press celebrate its 100th birthday last week 
would make such a claim. Our press needs bet- 
ter-trained journalists, a more effective code of 
professional ethics, an independent institute 
of press standards. Above all we need to keep 
our press competitive. It is pretty competitive 
now, as Harry Martin, president of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Guild, made clear at Geneva 


when the Russians raised the usual monopoly 
charge. Even in towns where there is but one 
daily newspaper it competes with radio and 
newsmagazines, and the progress of technolo- 
gy assures that fresh competition (from tele- 
vision, etc.) is always around the corner. If one 
looks for real press monopoly, one must go be- 
hind Russia’s fea Curtain. There the govern- 
ment-shaped press is a monolith, diffusing po- 
litically doctored versions of everything. 

The enormous power and cost of the mod- 
ern free press impose on the men who control 
it greater obligations of responsibility than 
could have been foreseen by the authors of 
our First Amendment. The French treaty 
draft is no more than an acknowledgment of 
this responsibility in international reporting. 
But Milton’s classic doctrine of a free press, 
that we find Truth by letting her grapple with 
Falsehood in free and open encounter, is still 
the safest one. The British-Indian draft im- 
plies a different and a worse doctrine. 

No question is more freighted with mean- 
ing than the one the American newsboy, with 
no official “truth” to purvey, shoves at the 
American citizen: “What paper d'ya read?” 
If ever the citizen’s implied obligation and op- 
portunity to choose loses its reality, his free- 
dom is in danger. This, by and large, most 
Geneva delegates seemed basically to under- 
stand. That is heartening.

Farmer Herman Schultz has always been thrifty. Forty-five years ago, 
when he was only a farmhand, he saved up $1,000 on a farmhand’s mea- 
ger wages. Since then, thanks to continued frugality, shrewd bargaining 
and boom times in the Midwest farm belt, Herman Schultz has pyramid- 
ed his $1,000 into a million dollars worth of cash and property including 
42 farms scattered throughout Iowa and South Dakota. At 75, a bache- 
lor and a teetotaler, Schultz lives in a cluttered stucco house near Des 
Moines, maintains no office, keeps his own books and spends most of his 
spare time in nearby Happy Jack's Tavern, playing pinochle (abave).

N September 30, Czechoslovakia bowed to the decisions of 
Munich. The dismemberment of the Czechoslovak State 
proceeded in accordance with the Agreement. But the Ger- 
mans were not the only vultures upon the carcass. Immedi- 

ately after the Munich Agreement on September 30, the Polish Gov- 
ernment sent a 24-hour ultimatum to the Czechs demanding the 
immediate handing over of the frontier district of Teschen. 

The heroic characteristics of the Polish race must not blind us to 
their record of folly and ingratitude which over centuries had led 
them through measureless suffering. We see them in 1919, a people 
restored by the victory of the Western Allies after long generations 
of partition and servitude to be an independent Republic. Now, in 
1938, over a question so minor as Teschen, they sundered themselves 
from all those friends in France, Britain and the United States who 
had lifted them once again to a national, coherent life, and whom 
they were so soon to need so sore- 
ly. We see them hurrying, while 


Ttis not easy in these latter days, when we have all passed through 
years of intense moral and physical stress and exertion, to portray 
for another generation the passions which raged in Britain about 
the Munich Agreement. Among the Conservatives, families and 
friends in intimate contact were divided to a degree the like of which 
I have never seen. Men and women, long bound together by party 
ties, social amenities and family connexions, glared upon one an- 
other in scorn and anger. The issue was not one to be settled by the 
cheering crowds which had welcomed Mr. Chamberlain back from 
the airport or blocked Downing Street and its approaches; nor by 
the redoubtable exertions of the Ministerial Whips and partisans. 
‘We who were in a minority at the moment cared nothing for the jokes 
or scowls of the Government supporters. The Cabinet was shaken 
to its foundations, but the event had happened and they held to- 
gether.

under his spell. This was a rend- 
ing quarrel within the Tory Par- 
ty. Some of the truths he uttered 
must be recorded here: “I be- 
sought my colleagues not to see 
this problem always in terms of 
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Czechoslovakia, not to review it always from the difficult strategic 
position of that small country, but rather to say to themselves, ‘A 
moment may come when, owing to the invasion of Czechoslovakia, 
a European war will begin, and when that moment comes we must 
take part in that war, we cannot keep out of it, and there is no doubt 
upon which side we shall fight.’ Let the world know that, and it will 
give those who are prepared to disturb the peace reason to hold their 
hand.” 


IHE long debate was not unworthy of the emotions aroused 

and the issues at stake. I well remember that when I said “We 

have sustained a total and unmitigated defeat” the storm 
which met me made it necessary to pause for a while before resum- 
ing. There was widespread and sincere admiration for Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s persevering and unflinching efforts to maintain peace, and 
for the personal exertions which he had made. It is impossible in 
this account to avoid marking the long series of miscalculations, 
and misjudgments of men and facts, on which he based himself; 
but the motives which inspired him have never been impugned, and 
the course he followed required the highest degree of moral courage. 
To this I paid tribute two years later in my speech after his death. 
The differences which arose between leading Conservatives, fierce 
though they were, carried with them no lack of mutual respect, nor 
in most cases did they sever, except temporarily, personal relations. 
It was common ground between us that the Labour and Liberal 
Oppositions, now so vehement for action, had never missed an op- 
portunity of gaining popularity by resisting and denouncing even 
the half-measures for defence which the Government had taken. 
There was also a serious and practical line of argument, albeit 
not to their credit, on which the Government could rest themselves. 
No one could deny that we were hideously unprepared for war. Who 
had been more forward in proving this than I and my friends? Great 
Britain had allowed herself to be far surpassed by the strength of 
the German Air Force. All our vulnerable points were unpro- 
tected. Barely a hundred anti-aircraft guns could be found for the 
defence of the largest city and centre of population in the world; 
and these were largely in the hands of untrained men. If Hitler was 
honest and lasting peace had in fact been achieved, Chamberlain 
was right. If, unhappily, he had been deceived, at least we should 
gain a breathing-space to repair the worst of our neglects. These 
considerations, and the general relief and rejoicing that the horrors 
of war had been temporarily averted, commanded the loyal assent 
of the mass of Government supporters. The House approved the 
policy of His Majesty’s Government “‘by which war was averted in 
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FRENCH DEFENSE relied upon the Maginot Line, which Churchill 
visited in 1939.

the recent crisis” by 366 to 144. The thirty or forty dissentient 
Conservatives could do no more than register their disapproval 
by abstention. This we did as a formal and united act. 

March 14, 1939, witnessed the dissolution and subjugation of the 
Czechoslovak Republic. The Slovaks formally declared their inde- 
pendence. Hungarian troops, backed surreptitiously by Poland, 
crossed into the Eastern Province of Czechoslovakia, or the Car- 
patho-Ukraine, which they demanded. Hitler, having arrived in 
Prague, proclaimed a German Protectorate over Czechoslovakia, 
which was thereby incorporated in the Reich. 

Mr. Chamberlain was due to speak at Birmingham two days 
later. I fully expected that he would accept what had happened 
with the best grace possible. I therefore awaited the Birmingham 
declaration with anticipatory contempt. 

The Prime Minister’s reaction surprised me. He had conceived 
himself as having a special insight into Hitler’s character, and the 
power to measure with shrewdness the limits of German action. 
Suddenly as by an explosion his faith and all that had followed from 
his actions and his arguments was shattered. Responsible as he was 
for grave misjudgment of facts, having deluded himself and imposed 
his errors on his subservient colleagues and upon the unhappy

British public opinion, he none the less between night and morning 
turned his back abruptly upon his past. 1f Chamberlain failed to 
understand Hitler, Hitler completely un ited the nature of the 
British Prime Minister. He mistook his civilian aspect and passion- 
ate desire for peace for a complete explanation of his personality, 
and thought that his umbrella was his symbol. He did not realise 
that Neville Chamberlain had a very hard core, and that he did not 
like being cheated. 

Within a fortnight (March 31) the Prime Minister said in Parlia- 
ment: “I now have to inform the House that . . . in the event of any 
action which clearly threatened Polish independence and which the 
Polish Government accordingly considered it vital to resist with 
their national forces, His Majesty’s Government would feel them- 
selves bound at once to lend the Polish Government all support in 
their power.” 

In this sad tale of wrong judgments formed by well-meaning and 
capable people we now reach our climax. Look back and see what we 
had successively accepted or thrown away; a Germany disarmed by 
solemn treaty; a Germany rearmed in violation of a solemn treaty; 
air superiority or even air parity cast away; the Rhineland forci- 
bly occupied and the Siegfried Line built or building; the Berlin- 


Rome Axis established; Austria devoured and digested by the Reich; 
Czechoslovakia deserted and ruined by the Munich Pact; its fortress 
line in German hands; its mighty arsenal of Skoda henceforward 
making munitions for the German armies; President Roosevelt’s 
effort to stabilise or bring to a head the European situation by the 
intervention of the United States waved aside with one hand, and 
Soviet Russia’s undoubted willingness to join the Western Powers 
and go all lengths to save Czechoslovakia ignored on the other; the 
services of 35 Czech divisions against the still unripened German 
army cast away, when Great Britain could herself supply only two 
to strengthen the front in France; all gone with the wind. 

And now, when every one of these aids and advantages has been 
squandered and thrown away, Great Britain advances, leading 
France by the hand, to guarantee the integrity of Poland—of that 
very Poland which with hyena appetite had only six months before 
joined in the pillage and destruction of the Czechoslovak State. Here 
is a line of milestones to disaster. Here is a catalogue of surrenders, 
at first when all was easy and later when things were harder, to the 
ever-growing German power. Here was decision at last, taken at the 
worst possible moment and on the least satisfactory ground, which 
must surely lead to the slaughter of tens of millions of people. 

Still, if you will not fight for the right when you can easily win 
without bloodshed; if you will not fight when your victory will be 
sure and not too costly; you may come to the moment when you 
will have to fight with all the odds against you and only a precarious 
chance of survival. There may even be a worse case. You may have 
to fight when there is no hope of victory, because it is better to 
perish than live as slaves. 


Italian forces landed in Albania, and after a brief scuffle took 
over the country, As Czechoslovakia was to be the base for 
aggression against Poland, so Albania would be the springboard for 
Italian action against Greece and for the neutralising of Yugosla- 
via.

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had been dispelled. The Cabinet was at length convinced that Nazi 
Germany meant war, and the Prime Minister offered guarantees 
and contracted alliances in every direction still open, regardless of 
whether we could give any effective help to the countries concerned. 
To the Polish guarantee was added a Greek and Roumanian guar- 
antee, and to these an alliance with Turkey. 

‘The British Government had to consider urgently the practical 
implications of the guarantees given to Poland and to Roumania. 
Neither set of assurances had any military value except within the 
framework of a general agreement with Russia. It was therefore 
with this object that talks at last began in Moscow on April 15 be- 
tween the British Ambassador and M. Litvinov. Considering how 
the Soviet Government had hitherto been treated, there was not 
much to be expected from them now. However, on April 16 they 
made a formal offer, the text of which was not published, for the 
creation of a united front of mutual assistance between Great Brit- 
ain, France, and the U.S.S.R. The three Powers, with Poland added 
if possible, were furthermore to guarantee those States in central 
and eastern Europe which lay under the menace of German aggres- 
sion. The obstacle to such an agreement was the terror of these same 
border countries of receiving Soviet help in the shape of Soviet ar- 
mies marching through their territories to defend them from the 
Germans, and incidentally incorporating them in the Soviet-Com- 
munist system of which they were the most vehement opponents. 

There can however be no doubt, even in the after light, that Brit- 
ain and France should have accepted the Russian offer, proclaimed 
the Triple Alliance, and left the method by which it could be made 
effective in case of war to be adjusted between allies engaged against 
acommon foe. Allies in war are inclined to defer a great deal to each 
other’s wishes; the flail of battle beats upon the front, and all kind 
of expedients are welcomed which, in peace, would be abhorrent.

I: is not even now possible to fix the moment when Stalin defi- 
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Foreign Office gives us however a number of facts hithertounknown. 
Apparently something happened as early as February, 1939; but 
this was almost certainly concerned with trading and commercial 
questions affected by the status of Czechoslovakia after Munich 
which required discussion between the two countries. The incor- 
poration of Czechoslovakia in the Reich in mid-March magnified 
these issues. Russia had some contracts with the Czecho-Slovak 
Government for munitions from the Skoda Works. What was to hap- 
pen to these contracts now that Skoda had become a German arsenal? 
On April 17 the State Secretary in the German Foreign Office, 
Weizsaecker, records that the Russian Ambassador had visited him 
that day for the first time since he had presented his credentials 
nearly a year before. He asked about the Skoda contracts, and Weiz- 
saecker pointed out that “‘a favourable atmosphere for the delivery 
of war materials to Soviet Russia was not exactly being created at 
present by reports of a Russian-British-French Air Pact and the 
like.” On this the Soviet Ambassador turned at once from trade to 
politics, and asked the State Secretary, what he thought of German- 
Russian relations. Weizsaecker replied that it appeared to him that 
“the Russian Press lately was not fully participating in the anti- 
German tone of the American and some of the English papers.” On 
this the Soviet Ambassador said, “Ideological differences of opinion 
had hardly influenced the Russian-Italian relationship, and they 
did not have to prove a stumbling-block to Germany either. Soviet 
Russia had not exploited the present friction between Germany and 
the western Democracies . . . nor did she desire to do so. There exists 
for Russia no reason why she should not live with [Germany] on a 
normal footing. And from normal, relations might become better 
and better.” We must regard this conversation as significant espe- 
cially in view of the simultaneous discussions in Moscow between 
the British Ambassador and M. Litvinov and the formal offer of 
the Soviet on April 16, of a Three-Power alliance with Great Brit- 
ain and France.

The heart of the Royal Navy and a repository of Britain’s long tra- 
dition on the seas is the Admiralty on Whitehall.

the Admiralty’s close-knit staff. In this somber edifice, haunted by 
past glories and hushed even in the activity of a newer day, Mr. 
Churchill lived and worked as first lord in two world wars. His 
first appointment came 37 years ago; his second, when World War IT 
began, occasioned the joyous signal to the fleet, “Winston is back.” 
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and Germany was henceforward pursued, step for step, with the 
negotiations for a triple alliance against German aggression. 

If, for instance, Mr. Chamberlain on receipt of the Russian 
offer had replied, “Yes. Let us three band together and break Hit- 
ler’s neck,” or words to that effect, Parliament would have ap- 
proved, Stalin would have understood, and history might have 
taken a different course. At least it could not have taken a worse. 

Instead, there was a long silence while half-measures and judi- 
cious compromises were being prepared. This delay was fatal to 
Litvinov. On May 3 an official communiqué from Moscow an- 
nounced that “M. Litvinov had been released from the office of 
Foreign Commissar at his request and that his duties would be as- 
sumed by the Premier, M. Molotov.” The eminent Jew, the target 
of German antagonism, was flung aside for the time being like a 
broken tool, and, without being allowed a word of explanation, 
was bundled off the world stage to obscurity, a pittance and police 
supervision. Molotov, little known outside Russia, became Com- 
missar for Foreign Affairs, in the closest confederacy with Stalin. 
He was free from all encumbrance of previous declarations, free 
from the League of Nations atmosphere, and able to move in any 
direction which the self-preservation of Russia might seem to re- 
quire. There was in fact only one way in which he was now likely 
to move. He had always been favourable to an arrangement with 
Hitler. The Soviet Government were convinced by Munich and 
much else that neither Britain nor France would fight till they 
were attacked, and would not be much good then. The gathering 
storm was about to break. Russia must look after herself. 


Foreign Commissar Molotov 


OR the task in hand no one was better fitted or equipped 
F than the new Foreign Commissar. Vyacheslav Molotov was 

a man of outstanding ability and cold-blooded ruthlessness. 
He had survived the fearful hazards and ordeals to which all 
the Bolshevik leaders had been subjected in the years of trium- 
phant revolution, He had lived and thrived in a society where 
ever-varying intrigue was accompanied by the constant men- 
ace of personal liquidation. He was above all men fitted to 
be the agent and instrument of the policy of an incalculable ma- 
chine. I have only met him on equal terms, in parleys where 
sometimes a strain of humour appeared, or at banquets where 
he genially proposed a long succession of conventional and mean- 
ingless toasts. I have never seen a human being who more per- 
fectly represented the modern conception of a robot. And yet 
with all this there was an apparently reasonable and keenly- 
polished diplomatist. What he was to his inferiors I cannot tell. 
What he was to the Japanese Ambassador during the years when 
after the Teheran Conference Stalin had promised to attack Ja- 
pan once the German army was beaten, can be deduced from 
his recorded conversations, One delicate, searching, awkward 
interview after another was conducted with perfect poise, im- 
penetrable purpose, and bland, official correctitude. Never a 
chink was opened. Never a needless jar was made. His smile of 
Siberian winter, his carefully-measured and often wise words, 
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his affable demeanour, combined to make him the petfect agent 
of Soviet policy in a deadly world. 

Correspondence with him upon disputed matters was always 
useless, and, if pushed far, ended in lies and insults, of which this 
work will presently contain some examples. Only once did I seem 
to get a natural, human reaction. This was in the spring of 1942, 
when he alighted in England on his way from the United States. 
We had signed the Anglo-Soviet Treaty, and he was about to 
make his dangerous flight home. At the garden gate of Downing 
Street, which we used for secrecy, I gripped his arm and we looked 
each other in the face. Suddenly he appeared deeply moved. In- 
side the image there appeared the man. He responded with an 
equal pressure. Silently we wrung each other’s hands. But then 
we were all together, and it was life and death for the lot. Havoc 
and ruin had been around him all his days, either impending on 
himself or dealt by him to others. Certainly in Molotov the So- 
viet machine had found a capable and in many ways a character- 
istic representative—always the faithful Party man and Com- 
munist disciple. How glad I am at the end of my life not to have 
had to endure the stresses which he had suffered; better never be 
born. In the conduct of foreign affairs, Sully, Talleyrand, Met- 
ternich would welcome him to their company, if there be another 
world to which Bolsheviks allow themselves to go.

never seen the Rhine sector,” he said. “Come then in August, 
we will show you everything.” Accordingly a plan was made, 
and on August 15 General Spears and I were welcomed by his 
close friend, General Georges, Commander-in-Chief of the ar- 
mies in France and Successeur Eventuel to the Supreme Com- 
mander. Beginning at the angle of the Rhine near Lauterbourg, 
we traversed the whole sector to the Swiss frontier. All the tem- 
porary bridges across the river had been removed to one side 
or the other. The permanent bridges were heavily guarded and 
mined. Trusty officers were stationed night and day to press at 
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a signal the buttons which would blow them up. The French 
outposts crouched in their rifle-pits amid the brushwood. Two 
or three of us could stroll together to the water’s edge, but 
nothing like a target, we were told, must be presented. Three 
hundred yards away on the farther side, here and there among 
the bushes, German figures could be seen working rather leisure- 
ly with pick and shovel at their defences. All the riverside quar- 
ter to Strasbourg had already been cleared of civilians. 

I stood on its bridge for some time and watched one or two 
motor cars pass over it. Prolonged examination of passports 
and character took place at either end. Here the German post 
was little more than a hundred yards away from the French. 
There was no intercourse with them. Yet Europe was at peace. 
There was no dispute between Germany and France. The Rhine 
flowed on, swirling and eddying, at six or seven miles an hour. 
One or two canoes with boys in them sped past on the current. 

I did not see the Rhine again until more than five years later in 
March, 1945, when I crossed it in a small boat with Field-Mar- 
shal Montgomery. But that was near Wesel, far to the north. 

What was remarkable about all I learned on my visit was 
the complete acceptance of the defensive which dominated my 
most responsible French hosts, and imposed itself irresistibly 
upon me. In my own bones, too, was the horror of the Somme 
and Passchendaele offensives. The Germans were of course far 
stronger than in the days of Munich. We did not know the deep 
anxieties which rent their High Command. We had allowed our- 
selves to get into such a condition, physically and psychologi- 
cally, that no responsible person—and up to this point I had 
no responsibilities—could act on the assumption—which was 
true—that only forty-two half-equipped and half-trained Ger- 
man divisions guarded their long front from the North Sea to 
Switzerland.

viet Russia was made by the British and French Gov- 
ernments. All through July the discussions continued 
fitfully. We know now that at this same time the Soviet Gov- 
ernment agreed to the journey of a German negotiator to Moscow. 

At the Kremlin in August, 1942, Stalin, in the early hours 
of the morning, gave me one aspect of the Soviet position. “We 
formed the impression,” said Stalin, “that the British and 
French Governments were not resolved to go to war if Poland 
were attacked, but that they hoped the diplomatic line-up of 
Britain, France and Russia would deier Hitler. We were sure 
it would not.” “How many divisions,” Stalin had asked, “will 
France send against Germany on mobilisation?” The answer 
was: “About a hundred.” He then asked: “How many will 
England send?” The answer was: “Two and two more later.” 
“Ah, two and two more later,” Stalin had repeated. “Do you 
know,” he asked, “how many divisions we shall have to put 
on the Russian front if we go to war with Germany?” There 
was a pause. “More than three hundred.” I was not told with 
whom this conversation took place or its date. 

On the evening of August 19, 1939, Stalin announced to the 
Politburo his intention to sign a pact with Germany, 

Only totalitarian despotism in both countries could have 
faced the odium of such an unnatural act. It is a question 
whether Hitler or Stalin loathed it most. Both were aware that 
it could only be a temporary expedient. The antagonisms be- 
tween the two empires and systems were mortal. Stalin no 
doubt felt that Hitler would be a less deadly foe to Russia after 
a year of war with the Western Powers. Hitler followed his 
method of “One at a time.” The fact that such an agreement 
could be made marks the culminating failure of British and 
French foreign policy and diplomacy over several years. 

On the Soviet side it must be said that their vital need was to 
hold the deployment positions of the German armies as far to 
the West as possible so as to give the Russians more time for as- 
sembling their forces from all parts of their immense empire. 
They had burnt in their minds the disasters which had come 
upon their armies in 1914, when they had hurled themselves for- 
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ward to attack the Germans while still themselves only partly 
mobilised. But now their frontiers lay far to the east of those of 
the previous war. They must be in occupation of the Baltic States 
and a large part of Poland by force or fraud before they were at- 
tacked. If their policy was cold-blooded, it was also at the mo- 
ment realistic in a high degree. 

The sinister news broke upon the world like an explosion. On 
August 21-22 the Soviet Tass Agency stated that Ribbentrop 
was flying to Moscow to sign a Non-Aggression Pact with the 
Soviet Union. 

There was much jubilation and many toasts around the Con- 
ference table. Stalin spontaneously proposed the toast of the 
Fuehrer, as follows: “I know how much the German Nation loves 
its Fuehrer: I should therefore like to drink to his health.” A 
moral may be drawn from all this, which is of homely simplicity. 
“Honesty is the best policy.” Several examples of this will be 
shown in these pages. Crafty men and statesmen will be shown 
misled by all their elaborate calculations. But this is the signal 
instance. Only twenty-two months were to pass before Stalin 
and the Russian Nation in its scores of millions were to pay a 
frightful forfeit. If a Government has no moral scruples, it often 
seems to gain great advantages and liberties of action, but “All 
comes out even at the end of the day, and all will come out yet 
more even when all the days are ended.”

quality. The result impressed me so much that for the first time 
I said: “But you are the masters.” He replied: “The Germans 
have a very strong army, and we shall never be allowed to strike 
first. If they attack, both our countries will rally to their duty.” 
That night I slept at Chartwell, where I had asked General 
Ironside to stay with me next day. He had just returned from 
Poland, and the reports he gave of the Polish army were most 
favourable. He had seen a divisional attack-exercise under a live 
barrage, not without casualties. Polish morale was high. He 
stayed three days with me, and we tried hard to measure the 
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unknowable, Also at this time I completed bricklaying the kitch- 
en of the cottage which during the year past I had prepared for 
our family home in the years which were to come. My wife, on 
my signal, came over via Dunkirk, on August 30. 

There were known to be twenty thousand organised German

WINSTON CHURCHILL 
ON MUSSOLINI AND CIANO 


“Tt makes one flush to read in Ciano’s diary the comments 
which were made. . . about our country and its representatives 
fon the occasion of the Chamberlain-Halifax visit to Rome in 
January 1939]. ‘Essentially,’ writes Ciano, ‘the visit was kept in 
a minor key. ... We were talking about it after dinner to the 
Duce, “These men,” said Mussolini, “are not made of the same 
stuff as Francis Drake and the other magnificent adventurers 
who created the Empire. They are after all the tired sons of a 
long line of rich men.” . . .” ‘The British,’ noted Ciano, ‘do not 
want to fight. They try to draw back as slowly as possible, but 
they do not want to fight. . . . Chamberlain’s eyes filled with 
tears as the train started moving and his countrymen started 
singing “For he’s a jolly good fellow.” “What is this little song?” 
asked Mussolini.’ ... And then . . . later: ‘Lord Perth has sub- 
mitted for our approval the outlines of the speech that Chamber- 
lain will make in the House of Commons in order that we may 
suggest changes if necessary.” The Duce approved it, and com- 
mented: ‘I believe this is the first time that the head of the British 
Government has submitted to a foreign Government the outlines 
of one of his speeches. It’s a bad sign for them.’ However, in the 
end it was Ciano and Mussolini who went ta their doom. . . . 

“On the day of Goering’s visit to Rome [April 15, 1939] Presi- 
dent Roosevelt sent a personal message to Hitler and Mussolini 
urging them to give a guarantee not to undertake any further 
aggression. . .. The Duce at first refused to read the document, 
and then remarked: ‘A result of infantile paralysis!’ He little 
thought he was to suffer from a worse disease.” 


outbreak of war should be preceded by a sharp prelude of sabo- 
tage and murder. I had at that time no official protection, and I 
did not wish to ask for any; but I thought myself sufficiently 
prominent to take precautions. I had enough information to 
convince me that Hitler recognised me as a foe. My former Scot- 
land Yard detective, Inspector Thompson, was in retirement. 
I told him to come along and bring his pistol with him. I got out 
my own weapons, which were good. While one slept, the other 
watched. Thus nobody would have had a walk-over. In these 
hours I knew that if war came—and who could doubt its com- 
ing?—a major burden would fall upon me. 


OLAND was attacked by Germany at dawn on Septem- 

ber 1. The Prime Minister asked me to visit him in the 

afternoon at Downing Street. He told me that he saw no 
hope of averting a war with Germany and that he proposed to 
form a small War Cabinet of Ministers without Departments to 
conduct it. He invited me to become a member of the War Cabi- 
net. I agreed to his proposal without comment, and on this basis 
we had a long talk on men and measures. After some reflection, I 
felt that the average age of the Ministers who were to form the 
supreme executive of war direction would be thought too high, 
and I wrote to Mr. Chamberlain after midnight accordingly. 

I was surprised to hear nothing from Mr. Chamberlain dur- 
ing the whole of September 2, which was a day of intense crisis. 
I thought it probable that a last-minute effort was being made 
to preserve peace; and this proved true. However, when Parlia- 
ment met in the evening, a short but very fierce debate occurred, 
in which the Prime Minister’s temporising statement was ill- 
received by the House. When Mr. Greenwood rose to speak on 
behalf of the Labour Opposition, Mr. Amery from the Conserv- 
ative benches cried out to him, “Speak for England.” This was 
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received with loud cheers. There was no doubt that the temper of 
the House was for war. I even deemed it more resolute and united 
than in the similar scene on August 3, 1914, in which I had also 
taken part. 

The early broadcast of the 3rd announced that the Prime Min- 
ister would speak on the radio at 11.15 a.m. As it now seemed 
certain that war would be immediately declared by Great Brit- 
ain and also by France, I prepared a short speech which I thought 
would be becoming to the solemn and awful moment in our lives 
and history. 

The Prime Minister’s broadcast informed us that we were 
already at war, and he had scarcely ceased speaking when a 
strange, prolonged, wailing noise, afterwards to become famil- 
iar, broke upon the ear. My wife came into the room braced by 
the crisis and commented favourably upon German prompti- 
tude and precision, and we went up to the flat top of the house 
to see what was going on. Around us on every side, in the clear, 
cool September light, rose the roofs and spires of London. Above 
them were already slowly rising thirty or forty cylindrical bal- 
loons. We gave the Government a good mark for this evident 
sign of preparation, and as the quarter of an hour’s notice, which 
we had been led to expect we should receive, was now running 
out, we made our way to the shelter assigned to us, armed with 
a bottle of brandy and other appropriate medical comforts. 

Our shelter was a hundred yards down the street and consist- 
ed merely of an open basement, not even sand-bagged, in which 
the tenants of half-a-dozen flats were already assembled, Every- 
one was cheerful and jocular, as is the English manner when

about to encounter the unknown. As I gazed from the doorway 
along the empty street and at the crowded room below, my imag- 
ination drew pictures of ruin and carnage and vast explosions 
shaking the ground; of buildings clattering down in dust and 
rubble, of fire-brigades and ambulances scurrying through the 
smoke, beneath the drone of hostile aeroplanes. For had we not 
all been taught how terrible air raids would be? The Air Minis- 
try had, in natural self-importance, greatly exaggerated their 
power. The pacifists had sought to play on public fears, and those 
of us who had so long pressed for preparation and a superior Air 
Force, while not accepting the most lurid forecasts, had been 
content they should act as a spur. I knew that the Government 
were prepared, in the first few days of the war, with over 200,000 
beds for air-raid casualties. Here at least there had been no under- 
estimation. Now we should see what were the facts. 

After about ten minutes had passed, the wailing broke out 
again. I was myself not sure that this was not a reiteration of the 
previous warning, but a man came running along the street

shouting “All Clear,” and we dispersed to our dwellings and went 
about our business. 

Mine was to go to the House of Commons, which duly met at 
noon with its unhurried procedure and brief, stately prayers. 
There I received a note from the Prime Minister asking me to 
come to his room as soon as the debate died down. As I sat in my 
place, listening to the speeches, a very strong sense of calm came 
over me, after the intense passions and excitements of the last 
few days. I felt a serenity of mind and was conscious of a kind of 
uplifted detachment from human and personal affairs. The glory 
of Old England, peace-loving and ill-prepared as she was, but 
instant and fearless at the call of honour, thrilled my being and 
seemed to lift our fate to those spheres far removed from earthly 
facts and physical sensation. I tried to convey some of this mood 
to the House when I spoke, not without acceptance. 

Mr. Chamberlain told me that the Liberals would not join the 
Government, that he was able to meet my views about the aver- 
age age to some. extent by bringing the three Service Ministers 
into the War Cabinet in spite of their executive functions, and 
that this would reduce the average age to less than 60. This, he 
said, made it possible for him to offer me the Admiralty as well as 
a seat in the War Cabinet. I was very glad of this because, though 
I had not raised the point, I naturally preferred a definite task 
to that exalted brooding over the work done by others which 
may well be the lot of a Minister, however influential, who has 
no Department. It is easier to give directions than advice, and 
more agreeable to have the right to act, even in a limited sphere, 
than the privilege to talk at large. Had the Prime Minister in the 
first instance given me the choice between the War Cabinet and 
the Admiralty, I should of course have chosen the Admiralty. 
Now I was to have both. 

Nothing had been said about when I should formally receive 
my Office from the King, and in fact I did not kiss hands till the 
fifth. But the opening hours of war may be vital with navies. I 
therefore sent word to the Admiralty that I would take charge 
forthwith and arrive at 6 o’clock. On this the Board were kind 
enough to signal to the Fleet, “Winston is back.” 

So it was that I came again to the room I had quitted in pain 
and sorrow almost exactly a quarter of a century before, when 
Lord Fisher’s resignation had led to my removal from my post 
as First Lord and ruined irretrievably, as it proved, the impor- 
tant conception of forcing the Dardanelles. A few feet behind 
me, as I sat in my old chair, was the wooden map-case I had had 
fixed in 1911, and inside it still remained the chart of the North 
Sea on which each day, in order to focus attention on the supreme 
objective, I had made the Naval Intelligence Branch record the 
movements and dispositions of the German High Seas Fleet. 
Since 1911 much more than a quarter of a century had passed, 
and still mortal peril threatened us at the hands of the same na- 
tion. Once again defence of the rights of a weak State, outraged 
and invaded by unprovoked aggression, forced us to draw the 
sword. Once again we must fight for life and honour against all 
the might and fury of the valiant, disciplined and ruthless Ger- 
man race. Once again! So be it.

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Mrs. Tobin’s Garden 


SPRING BRINGS BEAUTY TO A FAMOUS LONG ISLAND ESTA‘ 


Of all the country’s gardens few are more famous than those which lie 
on the north shore of Long Island. And of these none is lovelier in the 
spring than Woodside, the home of Mrs. Richard M. Tobin, the wife of a 
former U.S, Minister to the Netherlands. From the middle of April until 
June, around the pools and ponds of her dozen gardens (see map) the 
flowers follow fast after one another. The whole schedule of blooming is 
crowded into these three months when Mrs. Tobin herself is most at 
home. Before the early daffodils in the woodlands fade, the magnolia 
and cherry blossoms in the formal gardens have burst out into flower. 
After the tulips of many colors have gone, as summer comes in the state- 
ly blue delphiniums come out all along the walls. 

The Tobin spring garden was planned and planted a quarter century 
ago by Mrs. Tobin and landscape architects. Mrs. Tobin is always bring- 
ing things back to her garden from her travels. From a glorified junk 
yard in London she brought a collection of urns, sundials and birdbaths 
Which sit in almost every garden. The main gateway was built from stones 
of gateposts which once led to an old English house. But after looking all 
over Europe for some iron gates, she found the right ones in a New York 
pawnshop. Even her guests have helped her. When the Duke of Windsor, 
then Prince of Wales, visited Woodside in the 1920s, he brought Mrs. 
Tobin an oak tree which he planted himself on the lawn beside her house.

BABBITTS OF THE LEFT | 


A famous novelist and noted authority on Communism addresses U.S. 
liberals and points out some fallacies in their thinking about Stalinism 


to the U.S., my friends in Europe warned 
me: “You won’t find a common language 
with the Americans. They live in the moon.” 

The first few days over here convinced me 
that this is not true. I do feel a growing aware- 
ness of the threat over Europe in this country. 
The only question is whether it is growing rap- 
idly enough to catch up with the speed of the 
drift to catastrophe in Europe. 

For the war hysteria of which a considerable 
number of people seem to suffer here is, of 
course, not a sign of mature awareness. Nor is 
the mentality of appeasement. I shan’t waste 
your time and mine proving that appeasement 
doesn’t lead to peace but to war; if you haven't 
found that out yet, I suggest you reread the 
arguments against the tactic of appeasement in 
the old 1933 to 1939 files of liberal and radical 
magazines—from the New Republic to The New 
Statesman and Nation. You will find there ex- 
plained with a brilliant logic that appeasement 
of an aggressive, expanding power creates a fog 
in which neither of the two partners knows 
where he is; the aggressor, having grabbed po- 
sitions A, B and C, hopes to get away with grab- 
bing D—and why shouldn’t he hope so with all

appeasers in the opponents’ camp? But unfor- 
tunately position D—Poland in 1939 and may- 
be Italy today—has meanwhile come to be re- 
garded by the defensive partner as a casus belli, 
and so the world slides into war—I didn’t say it 
goes to war, I said it slides into war—without 
either of the two partners wanting it. In other 
words, appeasement means playing poker; a 
firm, clearly outlined, principled policy means 
playing chess. 

These are platitudes, the type of platitude 


which every reader of the New Republic or The 
New Statesman and Nation knew by heart in the 
1930s. Today they have forgotten it, and ar; 
ing against them means regressing to the kin- 
dergarten level. I hope that in this meeting we 
shall remain at least on the level of the primary 
school. So I shall take it, henceforth, for 
granted that war hysteria and appeasement are 
two equally deadly dangers, like Scylla and 
Charybdis, and that the liberals’ extremely pre- 
carious task today is to navigate like Uissees 
between the two. 

Unfortunately our liberal Ulysses of today 
hardly deserves the title “nimble-witted” which 
Homer bestowed upon his hero. When the sor- 
ceress calls from the East and her fellow trav- 
elers are turned into pigs, he can hardly resist 
the temptation of sharing their fate. For it is 
not easy to be a liberal today. It is not easy to 
navigate between the Scylla of the Hearst press, 
of war hysteria and of Red-baiting, and the 
Charybdis of the Munich cum Pearl Harbor 
which Mr. Chamberlain—sorry, I mean Mr. 
Wallace—would prepare for us. 

Allow me as an aid for this perilous task of 
navigation to point out some of the logical fal- 
lacies and emotional eddies in which liberals 
and leftists frequently get shipwrecked. I have 
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BABBITTS contimveo 


listed for myself eight of them—the eight main fallacies of what 
you may allow me to call left Babbittism. Here they are: 

First is the confusion of Left and East. Some sections of the reac- 
tionary press are unable or unwilling to distinguish between lib- 
erals, New Dealers, Social Democrats and St ites; they are all 
damned Reds. Naturally we are indignant at this poisonous im- 
becility. But don’ forget that the Left itself is partly responsible 


for this confusion. The left Babbitt assumes that there is a contin-* 


uous spectrum stretching from pale pink liberals to deeper red 
socialists and so on to purple Communists of the extreme left. His 
idea is based on the confusion of the political direction “left” with 
the geographical direction “east.” It is time that he got it into his 
head that Moscow is not to his left but to his east. The Soviet 
Union is not a socialist country, and Cominform pol 
cialist policy. In 1939-41, for instance, French Socialists fought 
the Nazis on the battlefield and underground, while the Communists 
in France and here collaborated with the Germans against us. 

So let us bear in mind that “East is east and Left is left” and if 
the twain sometimes still meet, the meeting is purely coincidental. 
The tragic decline of the Social Democratic movements in France, 
Italy and the rest of Europe is first and foremost caused by their 
failure to denounce Stalinism as a movement which discredits so- 
cialism—as the rule of the Borgias discredited Christianity. That 
is why liberals and social democrats in Europe are being swept away 
like straw in a hurricane. 


The soul-searching fallacy 


TS second fallacy of the Babbitt of the Left is what we may 
call the soul-searching fallacy. The other day there was a press 
conference where I mentioned that the people on the Continent, 
the frightened people in Italy and France, look upon you Ameri- 
cans as their only hope of salvation, salvation from the economic 
point of view through ERP; salvation from the military point of 
view in case of an open or disguised Russian aggression on the 
Czech pattern. Thereupon one of the journalists present said, “ 

you really believe that we can help Europe with our dirty hands?” 

said, ‘What do you mean by ‘dirty hands’?” He said, “Well, I 
mean our policy in Greece and in Palestine and backing up Franco 
and the way we treat Negroes and J We are dirty all over, and 
if we pose as defenders of democracy it is just hypocrisy 

The answer to this fallacy is to project the argument back to 
1938. Then it would run as follows: “We have no right to fight 
Hitler's plan of sending six million Jews to the gas chambers so long 
as there are restricted hotels in America and so long as Negroes do 
not have absolute equality here. Our hands are dirty—so instead 
of using them to fight racial persecution let us first wash them 
clean and polish our nails. Once American democracy has become 
a perfect democracy, then and then only shall we have a right to 
defend what remains of Europe. And if Europe goes to the dogs 
before we have finished putting our own house in order, that’s just 
too bad and cannot be helped.” 

‘Third and closely related to the soul-searching fallacy is the fal- 
lacy of the false equation. Its European version is “Soviet totali- 
tarianism is bad. American imperialism is equally bad. There is 
nothing to choose between them, so let us stay in no man’s land 
and found another 100% purist soul-searching sectarian little mag- 
azine until we are drowned in the deluge.” To prove that the Amer- 
ican system is “just as bad’ as the Russian system, to make the two 
sides of the equation balance, your left purist has recourse to sub- 
conscious little subterfuges. He equates the Hollywood purges with 
the Moscow purges. The physical assassination of thousands of 
the elite of the Rus ian Revolution and the dismissal from their 
jobs of nine film script writers constitutes for him a perfect equa- 
tion. Variations of this attitude are equally frequent in this coun- 
try. The American fellow-traveler has never lived under a totali- 
tarian regime, so when he draws comparisons he mostly doesn’t 
know what he is talking about. His conscience is in revolt against 
the “black belt” of Chicago, the appalling slums in which the work- 
ers of the packing industry live like rats. I spent only a few hours in 
Chicago, but most of them I spent in the “black belt” and at the 
local headquarters of the packing-house workers on strike. I was 
appalled by what I saw and heard and smelled. So don’t think I am 
a naive tourist, a romantic admirer of your system. But now com- 
pare your treatment of racial minorities at its worst with the Soviet 
treatment of the minorities of the Crimean Republic, the Chechen 
Republic, the Volga-German Republic, whose total populations, 
men, women and children, were deported to the Arctic because 
they had proved, as the official Soviet communiqué about the Cri- 
means stated, “unreliable during the war”—even the babes in 
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BABBITTS contimveo 


their cradles were unreliable and had to go to Siberia. In Chicago I 
saw men on strike and sympathized with them. In Russia strikes, or 
incitement to strike, are qualified as high treason and punished by 
the maximum penalty. In American elections political machines 
may distort the people’s will. In Russian elections 99}4% vote for 
the one official list—the remaining 14% presumably being in bed 
with influcnza, Thus the fallacy of the false equation equates an 
imperfect democracy with a perfect totalitarian regime; its philos- 
ophy boils down to the simple maxim that there is nothing to choose 
between measles and leprosy, 

Fallacy number four is the anti-anti attitude. It runs as follows: 
“T am not a Communist. In fact, I dislike Stalinist politics, but I 
don’t want to be identified with anti-Communist Red-baiting, with 
the Hollywood purges and the Hearst press. Hence I am neither a 
Communist nor an anti-Communist, but an anti-anti-Communist.” 
If W.R. Hearst says that twice two is four, I shall automatically 
hold that twice two is five or at least 414. The 2x2=414 mathema- 
ticians are usually Wallace voters> 

Don’t laugh, for the roots of this fallacy are very deep in all of 
us, myself included. I remember how painful it was when an old 
dodderer in a London club walked up to me and said with a friendly 
tap on my shoulder, “Well, well, young man, [ am glad that at last 
you have come around to see reason. I myself knew 25 years ago 
what Bolshevism means, and it’s never too late to repent.” 

You can’t help this sort of thing; you can’t help people being 
right for the wrong reasons. In the last war we fought in the name 
of democracy in an alliance with Dictator Metaxas of Greece, Dic- 
tator Chiang Kai-shek and Dictator Stalin. And rightly so, because 
at that time Nazism was the main menace to the world, and politics 
is based on forming alliances. But there is a fundamental differ- 
ence between a wartime alliance and political identification with 
one’s allies, Being allied to Chiang didn’t mean that we accepted 
the Chinese regime in England or America. Being against our will 
in one camp with the Hearst press against the totalitarian menace 
from the East doesn’t mean that we identify ourselves with Mr. 
Hearst's ideology. This fear of being in bad company is not an ex- 
pression of political purity; it is an expression of a lack of self-con- 
fidence. If you are sure of yourself—politically and ideologically 
—you will no longer be frightened to say that twice two makes 
four even if Colonel McCormick says the same. 


The sentimental fallacy 


ALLACY number five is the sentimental fallacy. For years we 

were allied to Communists in the antifascist struggle, and now 
when we have to part company some roots of past loyalty, of a 
nental conservatism remain in us which are very difficult to 
eradicate. Our bedfellows of yesterday do not, of course, share this 
emotional squeamishness. Over the slightest disagreenient they 
will denounce us as fascists, spies and traitors. These emotional 
ties are one-way ties and it is essential to bear in mind that they are 
entirely irrational and conservative in nature. 

Fallacy number six may be called the fallacy of Caligary logics. 
The Cabinet of Dr. Caligary was the first film which mig] fit be called 
surrealistic, made about 25 years ago. The fellow arden the fellow 
traveler’s fellow traveler, the cryptofellow traveler and so on, live 
in a world of surrealistic logic where all facts are seen reflected in 
curved distorting mirrors. Example: the fellow traveler will tell 
you, “You criticized the Stalinist regime, but in Stalingrad the he- 
roic Red Army defeated the Germans and thereby proved the supe- 
riority of the Stalinist regime over every other regime.” 

You answer, “If the military defeat of the Germans by the Rus- 
sians in 1943 is to be regarded in itself as a proof of the superiority 
of the Stalinist regime, then the military defeat of the French by the 
Russians in 1812 must be regarded as a proof of the suj eriorty of 
the ezarist regime and of the system of serfdom over the ideology 
of the French Revolution.” 

The Caligary logician will thereupon answer you indignantly, 
“Te is is typical of your perverted mind to compare Stalin with the 
czar.” 

Fallacy number seven is the fallacy of the perfect cause. It is re- 
lated to number two, the soul-searching fallacy. Only absolutely 
clean hands have a right to reach out to protect and save what re- 
mains of Europe. Only an absolutely perfect cause is worth fighting 
for. And the search for the perfect cause becomes an excuse for 
inactivity, for staying put in the homeless radical’s no man’s land. 

History knows no perfect causes, no situation of white against 
black. Eastern totalitarianism is black; its victory would mean the 
end of our civilization. American democracy is not white but gray. 
To live, even to die for a perfect cause is a luxury permitted to few. 
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BABBITTS continues 


In 1942 or °43 I published an article which began with the words, 
“Tn this war we are fighting a total lie in the name of a half-truth.” 
The total lie was Hitler’s New Order. The half-truth was our de- 
mocracy. Today we face a similar emergency and a similar predica- 
ment. Once more the choice before us is merely that between a 
gray twilight and total darkness. But ask the refugees who manage 
to escape, at the risk of their lives, from behind the iron curtain 
into our gray democracy, whether this choice is worth fighting for. 
They know. You don’t. 

The last fallacy, number eight, is the confusion between short- 
term and long-term aims. It is the most dangerous of all. By long- 
term aims I mean the age-old struggle for reform, for social justice, 
for a more equitable system of government. By short-term aims I 
mean the necessity of fighting an immediate emergency. The dan- 
ger of confusion is twofold. Your leftist Babbitt may refuse to fight 
against the short-term emergency until he has finished the job of 
creating a perfect government in his country, in 100 years or so. 
The opposite danger is to become so obsessed with the immediate 
emergency, that all principles of the long-term struggle are thrown 
overboard. Ex-Communists and disappointed radicals are in a par- 
ticular danger of toppling over to the other extreme. It is essential 
that we should keep in mind that there are two distinct levels in- 
volved in our struggle; that to defend our system against a deadly 
threat does not imply acceptance of everything in this system, does 
not imply the giving up of the long-term fight to improv nd 
vice versa, that our criticism of the shortcomings of this 
does not free us from the obligation of defending it, despite its am- 
Brgucus grayness, against the total corruption of the humanitarian 
ideal. 

This talk was mainly addressed to the Left. I may have been harsh 
to the left Babbitt; it was a brotherly harshness. To the Babbitt of the 
Right I have nothing to say; we have no language in common. 

‘he power-vacuum which two world wars have created in Central 
and Western Europe, has inescapably linked your fate with that of 
the European continent. I feet the enormous burden which is 
falling on your shoulders. For there will either be a Pax Americana 
in the world or there will be no pax. Never has such a burden and 
such a responsibility been borne by any single nation in history. It 
is the more unfair to you as yours is an adolescent civilization, 
with adolescent enthusiasms and adolescent pimples. The task of 
the progressive intelligentsia of your country is to help the rest of 
the nation to face its enormous responsibilities. The time for sec- 
tarian quarrels in the cosy no man’s land of abstract radicalism is 
past. It is time for the American radical to grow up.
